Neither <Allon’s Knesset speech, 
nor subsequent clarification by 
government sources, entirely dis- 
pelied, however, the confusion and 
surprise in political circles at the 
cabinet's end-of-war decision. 

Many observers beleve the gov- 
ernment ig again in danger of fall- 
ing into a legalistic quagmire, as 
it did in March 1975, when the 
“non-belligerency” demand was 
raised and then watered-down, 
while the Territory offered in re- 
turn was in the end ceded in full 

This time, as Allon stressed to 
the House, the Cabinet has 
avoided discussing territorial speci- 
fics “at this preliminary stage.” But 
there has already been discussion, it 
is understood, on the meaning of 
end-of-war, and again — as in the 
Spring of 1975 — there has been 
talk: making do with the “com- 
ponents” if the formal! declaration 
of end-of-war is unattainable. 

It will be recalled that, after 
the interim agreement with Egypt 
was signed in September, Dr. Kis- 
singer argued that Israel had in 
fact obtained several important 
“components of non-belligerency” — 
as it had desired. 

‘There seemed some uncertainty in 
Jerusalem yesterday as to the pre-

A high 
source said later that to achieve 
this understanding Israeli and Ame- 
rican legal men would meet in the 
near future to examine the concept. 
Before that, though, the Israeli ex- 
perts would have to agree among 
themselves — and bring their de- 
finition of end-of-war to the Cabinet 
for approval. 

A high source denied yesterday 
that Mr. Rabin had taken the Ca- 
binet by surprise with the end-of- 
war issue. It had certainly been 
discussed and approved beforehand 
by the Rabin-Peres-Allon negotiat- 
ing trio, the source said. Justice 
Minister Zadok told The Post he 
had not been “surprised” by Rabin’s 
proposal, It was not clear whether 
he had actually been consulted. 
Other government legal experts, at 
any rate, were net included in the 
prior consultations. Η 

Mr. Allon denied in the Knesset 
that the Cabinet's decision had been 
made under American pressure. 
Bigh sources explained later that 
the U.S. had “advised” Israel to 
agree to an end-of-war probe on 
all three fronts. When Rabin was 
in Washington he had agreed on 
the spot to a probe of Egypt and 
Syria, but said he needed the Ca- 
binet’s approval to be able to em~ 
power the U.S. to probe Jordan. 

The Cabinet doves regard Sun- 
day’s decision as a victory, there- 
fore, in that the Cabinet specifical- 
ly approved the end-of-war initia- 
tive on all three fronts. 

Mr. Tamir argued in the House 
that the Cabinet's decision had 
undermined “the cornerstone” of 
Israeli foreign policy since 1967 — 
insistence on full peace. “What will 
we have left to give for full peace 
if we give everything away for 
end-of-war?"” he asked. “This deci- 
sion will cost us both peace and the 
territories.” 

Tamir said he spoke “as one who 
favours a territorial compromise for 
peace.” Doves as well 88 hawks, he 
said, were appalled by the Cabinet's 
decision. :

A total of 420,000 people were 
registered to vote in this first atate 
primary election of the 1976 cam- 
paign — the idea being thet the 
voters choose the man they prefer 
for their particular party’s presi- 
dential nomination. 

‘Republican voters had a choice 
of Ford or Reagan, having to se- 
lect 21 delegates, pledged to either 
candidate, for the party's presiden- 
tial convention in August.

yesterday, election officials reported 
queues outside some polling stations 
here and in the state’s largest 
towns —- Manchester, Nashua and 
Salem.

(Continoed from page one) 
existence is the key element of the 
Soviet Union's policy toward the 
West, Brezhnev said, Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations were “complicated by 
a mumber of serious factors.” 

He said “influential forces in the 
U.S. that have no stake either in 
improving relations with the Soviet. 
Union or in international detente as 
2 whole, are trying to impair it.” 

Brezhnev said those American 
circles “portray in a distorted light 
the policy of the Soviet Union, re- 
ferring to an invented so-called 
Soviet menace and appealing for a 
new round of the arms race in the 
US. and Nato.” 

While the Soviet Union would 
continue to oppose such action, 
Brezhnev said, “the Soviet Union 
is firmly determined to follow the . 
line of further improving Soviet- 
smerier relations." 

Brezhnev proposed an internatio- 
Dal treaty banning the use of force 
to solve disputes. ἥ 

Brezhnev’s sharpest words were 
for China, which he accused of 
trying to provoke a world war, of 
hostility toward the Soviet Union 
and other socialist states and of a 
Policy that “merges directly with 
the position of the world's most ex- 
treme reaction.” 

“Peking’s frantic attempts to tor- 
pedo detente, to obstruct disarma- 
ment, to breed suspicion and ‘hos- 
tility between states, its efforts to 
provoke a world war and reap 
whatever advantages may accrue, 
present a great danger for all peace- 
loving people,” Brezhnev declared. 

“Now it is far too little to say 
that Maoist ideology and policy are 
incompatible with Marxist-Leninist 
teaching. They are directly hostile 
to it... We shall continue the 
struggle against Maoism, a prin- 
cipled and irreconcilable struggle,” 
he said. 

In bis speech, Brezhnev hinted 
that the Kremlin felt the time had 
come for China under its present 
leadership to be formally expelled

Portugal granted Mozambique in- 
dependence last September, ending 
Δ brutal 10-year guerrilia war in 
that Basc African territory.

in the former colony would be Tes- 
pected.

The Portuguese lawyers said they 
were primanly interested in the 
prison conditions of the Portuguese, 
but that Africans heid in the jails 
were treated much worse than the 
Europeans.

Planning for the next five years

ISRAEL'’s Gross Nationa) Product 
(GNP) will be frozen for the second 
year in succession, according to the 
National Budget for 1976. So will 
private consumption and imports. 
But exports, which scarcely grew 
in 1975, will start to climb from 
around $4,000m. to §4,500m. — 2 
rise (at constant prices) of eight 
per cent. 


Since no advance is envisaged in‘ 


economic output, resources for ex- 
port must came at the expense of 
the local market, Investment will 
fall by seven per cent or 1.1,700m. 
(mainly in housing), while public 
sector expenditure is to diminish 
by 1%1,300m. These two ᾿ sources 
together should Iiherate IL3,000m., 
enough to supply an extra IL2,200m. 
of goods and services for export. 
A Five-Year Plan, released to- 
gether with the National Budget 
yesterday, shows the result of the 
current re-structuring in the longer 
future.

Private consumption will remain 
blocked i) the end of the decade, 
thanks in part to a steadily in- 
creasing tax burden, up from just 
over 30 per cent of the GNP last 
year to almost 50 per cent in 1980. 
‘These measures will make it pos- 
sible to narrow the trade gap from 
$3,900m. in 1975 to $2,300m. The ac- 
cent is on exports, due to rise by 


{11.13 per cent annually. 


The trade deficit in the present 
year 1976 will decrease by $225m. 
‘This falls short of the target ori- 
ginally set of a $300m. saving per 
annum. Capital imports will be suf- 
ficient, however, to bridge the gap, 
leaving the reserves unchanged at 
just over $1,000m. 

An important pert of the capital 
inflow derives from U.S, aid, which 
amounts to a grant of $1,300m. and 
a Joan of $1,000m. On the other 
hand, $1,400m. of Israel’s foreign- 
eurrency outlay goes to servicing 
the external debt —- due to reach 


$9,000m. by the end of the year. 


The most important change tak- 
ing place during the present eco- 
nomic standstill is a shift of resour- 
ces to growth industries. According 
to HEphraim Dovrat, the Treasury's 
economic adviser, employment in 
metals, machinery and chemicals 
rose last year by six per cent, while 
exports in these sectors shot up (at 
current prices) by 33 per cent. 

But food, textiles, footwear, wood, 
tubber, printing and other consumer- 
good branches serving mainly the 
domestic market shrank, employing 
five per cent less labour and supply- 
ing seven per cent less exports. Mr.

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JUST MARKING TIME 


THE BUDGET tabled by the Finance Minister in the Knesset 
yesterday may be the hest one possible under the circumstances. 
This, however, is not saying much. 

Divided as it is against itself, the Government has been 
unable to work out a coherent economic programme, or even 
to carry out its own decisions; as a result, it is largely 
reduced to marking time. The prospect offered by the new 
budget is therefore of little more than the same limping per- 
formance we have been witnessing until now. A number of 
minor improvements are promised, but not 2 single innovation 
of real substance — apart from the introduction of Value 
Added Tax, and even that is still uncertain. Clearly we are in 
for another year of heavy inflation, financial waste, dwindling 
regerves and growing dependence on foreign loans and grants. 

After all the fuss about the need for belt-tightening, the 
Government shows hardly any sign of controlling its own 
spending habits. True, the outlay budgeted for the next fiscal 
year is only two per cent bigger than the current year’s. But 
even this slight increase would be twice the expected rise in 
the Gross National Product. Local expenditure is to stay at 
a daunting 70 per cent — and local revenue is to increase 
to more than 60 per cent — of the GNP. Israelis are already 
the most heavily taxed people in the world, but in the next 
budget year their tax burden is to grow even heavier. 

Deficit spending in 1976-77 is currently estimated at between 
YL7b. and IL8b. This is over 10 per cent of the projected 
national income, or more than double the amount that Mr. 
Rabinowitz himself originally set as the maximum which the 
economy could reasonably sustain. Yet even this monstrous 
figure may prove to have been too low if the budgeted reserves 
are reduced by the actual price and wage rise, or if the 
local capitel market fails to take up the planned IL8.3b. in 
Government loans. ᾿ 4 

Even if everything goes according to plan, the gains will 
not be very impressive. Exports are to increase hy a modest 
seven per cent, but since non-defence imports will continue to 
grow our huge trade gap is certain to widen still further. 
Investments will drop, and labour productivity will not pick 
up appreciably, although consumption will remain at about 
the present Jevel. 

There is a great danger, however, that the budget will turn 
out to be merely a signpost on a still uncharted route. The 
Government is apperently aware of the danger, for it has now 
ordered the Accountant-General to dole out his disbursements 
in strict monthly instalments. A similar measure of budgetary 
discipline was in fact adapted a year ago, but it has not been 
acted upon. Meanwhile the Government has rejected advice that 
it cleave firmly to the budget as approved. Instead, it has 
decided to reconsider voted expenditures every four months with 
a view to bringing them in step with galloping inflation. 

This may now be inevitable, since the Bureau of Budgets 
in the Finance Ministry openly admits that it is no longer able 
to foretast developments beyond a two-month period. But the 
result may well be a perilous loss of control over the economy. 

The least that the Government can do is to honour its own 
solemn commitments and, by @ judicious use of the available 
resources, prepare the country for an economic recovery later.
